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Jewel Davis Scarborough Writes 
More of Southern Kith and Kin 


“Writing a family history is a fascin- 
ating job, though frustrating at times, 
for it is never finished. There are so 
many bypaths of history and romance 


that beckon the unsuspecting historian 
that the months and the years go by and 
the cause is lost to mere collecting. 
When the time finally arrives when the 
actual writing must be done at ast, 
the family skeletons safely closeted, if 
there are any, the family pictures faith- 
fully indetified, the family charts given 
a quick once over, and the mountainous 
dates checked for the hundreth time, 
the author gives an exhausted sigh and 
wonders vaguely just why the whole 
thing was undertaken. Then she remem- 
bers the many wonderful people whom 
she has met, the joy she has experienced 
when a faded Bible Record has been 
discovered, and the satisfaction she has 
known when she has been able to con- 
vince a “doubting Thomas” in the Court 
House that the basement floor in a dim, 
musty vault is no place for records of the 
pioneers who made this country, her 
spirits soar, and she decides that her 
efforts have not been in vain after all.” 

So writes Jewel Davis Scarborough 
in her introduction to “Southern Kith 
and Kin Vol. 4, Family Potpourri.” This 
excellent 412 page, family history of 
the southland has been subtitled “A 
Record of My Children’s Ancestors” and 
is an authoritatively documented chroni- 
«cle, well indexed with over 3000 family 
names. Eight families-Aldredge, Hanson, 
Sims, Bullock, Davis, Russell, Stovall 
and Tatom - with their many collateral 
and intermingled lines are represented. 
The records of some of these families are 
a continuation of records formerly pub- 
lished by Mrs. Scarborough in her other 
three volumes of “Southern Kith and 
Kin”. The four-volume family study con- 
sists of Vol. 1, “The Lockets”; Vol. 2, 
“The Davis Family and Their Connec- 
tions”; Vol. 3, “Major James Scarbo- 
rough, His Ancestors and Descendants”; 
Vol. 4, “Family Potpourri.” 

Privately printed at considerable ex- 
pense it is a loving tribute to the two 
sons of Judge Dallas Scarborough and 
Mrs. Scarborough. She has dedicated it 
to the memory of her late husband who 
was a prominent Texas Lawyer. 

The author spent more than 40 years 
collecting and compiling the records from 
original sources ,visiting personally the 
earliest known homes, and making many 
trips through the Southern states to

Wright Family Offset Record 


The descendants of Jonathan Calkins 
Wright, 1808-1880, have recently com- 
piled and published an excellent record 
of his antecedents and progeny. Mr. 
Estel L. Wright has been the General 
Chairman of this informative and pro- 
fusely illustrated volume. As assistants, 
Leo Wright Child performed the duties 
of Promotions Manager, Rebecca Wright 
Snow as Business Manager, Mrs. Eunice 
Ensign Nelson as Genealogist and Re- 
searcher and Geneve Ensign Wright as 
Biographer and Editor. 

Future members of the family should 
not feel as one of the present research- 
ers did while making futile attempts to 


find more information about Samuel B. 
Wright, 1745-1841, the grandfather of 
Jonathan Calkins Wright. He expresed 
it this way, “The first thing I'll do when 
I get to the Spirit World, will be to 
look up Samuel B. Wright and get him 
to tell me the complete story of his life.” 
However, enough information has been 
gathered to form a lose warp and woof 
of the tapestry of his life and with 
strands of tradition, fact and deduction, 
the compilers have embroidered onto 
this background and caught together 
the broken threads sufficiently to dis- 
cern sometimes a bold pattern, some-

times faint, in the life of their ancestor. 

“Further research is planned especially 
Rome, Oneida County, New York, and 
Benton, Ontario County, New York and 


doubtless more information will eventual- 
ly be discovered. The game is a fasci- 
nating one, and like a cross-word puz- 
zle addict, the searcher is loath to quit 
until the project is satisfactorily com- 
pleted.” 

On the maternal line of Jonathan 
some lines have been extended as much 
as eight generations running into such 
prominent surnames as: Shed, Nutting, 
Tarbell, Blood, Farnsworth, Wood, Bo- 
wers, Prescott, Lakin, Rushton, Wheeler, 
Longley, Rushton, Farr, Loker, Eggles- 
ton, Brown, Willard, Worthington, Goffe, 
Marsh, Stower, Gawkroger, Draper, Ben- 
net, Sharpe, Ainsworth, etc. 

This 8% x 11 cloth bound book has 
been run by offset press and has hun- 
dreds of pictures of descendants to the 
third generation. Its official title is 
“Ancestors and Descendants of Jonathan 
Calkins Wright, 1760-1958.” Mrs. Eunice 
Ensign Nelson, 154 South 10th East, 
Salt Lake City 2, Utah, supplied us with 
a copy which will be donated to The 
Cache County Genealogical Library. 

The record is well documented and in- 
dexed. The arrangement, reference num- 
bers and index system should be of gene- 
ral interest to genealogists, especially 
those contemplating such a work, so we 
are giving verbatum the KEY to this 
record. 

KEY 

ARRANGEMENT: The ancestral rec- 
ord of JONATHAN CALKINS WRIGHT 
appears first; this is followed by the rec- 
ord of his descendants. Each of his five 
families is found in the order in which 
he was married to his wives. 

REFERENCE NUMBERS: Each fam- 
ily has been independently numbered. 
All members of the ancestral record 
(before 1808 and including collateral 
lines) are designated by a negative ref- 
erence number, i. e. JOHNATHAN 
CALKINS WRIGHT?! means he is found 
in the ancestral record as the eleventh 
descendant head of family from Samuel 
B. Wright. Each descendant (since 1808) 
has been given a positive reference num- 
ber beginning with JONATHAN CAL- 
KINS WRIGHT as No. 1. The individual 
reference number of each descendant is 


found in two places, first where the name 
appears as a child, and second, where it 
appears as a head of a family in the 
next generation. Small Roman numbers 
such as i, ii, iii appear next to the name 
of each child indicating his position in 
his own immediate family. When a 
child has only this Roman prefix and no 
other reference number, it indicates 
that he never married or died as a child 
and is therefore not carried forward. He 
is referred to by his parent’s number 
plus his own family position prefix, i. e. 
1-vi. MORTIMER WRIGHT means that 
Mortimer is the sixth child of Jonathan 
Calkins Wright No. 1; he did not marry 
and is therefore not carried into the 
next generation. 

UNDERSCORED NAMES: an under- 
scored name is that of a person who is 
head of a family and should be identi- 
fied with the generation appearing at 
the top of the page. In parentheses fol- 
low the names of his ancestral blood line 
by generation, each name being given 
its corresponding generation number. 
Example: -14, ELIZABETH WRIGHT: 
(Peter B.2, Samuel B.1) 

SOURCE: Whenever possible’ the 
source of material has been credited to 
the informant by his name or family 
number. Research films have been given 
library code listings such as F-Utah 16 
pt2 and designated as cemetary records, 
ward records, etc. GSU is an abbrevia- 
tion for Genealogical Society of Utah. 

BIOGRAPHIES AND PHOTOGRAPHS: 
Space limitations and printing costs per- 
mitted printing only first, second, and 
third generation biographical sketches, 
and in most cases limited the use of 
photographs to include the third genera- 
tion except in group pictures. 

INDEXING: A complete index has 
been prepared of all the JONATHAN 
CALKINS WRIGHT families, where in- 
dividual names with corresponding ref- 
erence numbers can be found. In case of. 
identical names, birth years also appear. 
Female members are listed under their 
maiden name with their married sur- 
name following in parentheses. 

MULTIPLE MARRIAGES: When a 
family member has married more than 
once, the in-laws have been referred to 
by letters “a” standing for first marriage, 
“b” second marriage, etc. Example: 
CAROLINES Family, No. 26, HORACE 
D. ENSIGN md. first, ZELMA WEBB 
numbered In-law C26a; he md. second, 
LAURINE ANDERSON. In-law C26b. 

SYMBOLS: Born-B. or b,; died-d.; son 
of-s.; daughter of-dau.; married-md.; 
divorced-div. 
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should give everyone a chance to get 
their regristration in for the ANNUAL 
EXCHANGE EDITION which will be 
published next September, also to get 
in any advertisement they may desire 
placed in the June or later issues of 
The Genealogical Helper before prices 
go up. 

The method of registering names in 
the September ANNUAL EXCHANGE 
EDITION will remain the same as in the 
past. Figuring the cost of “regristrations” 
is also the same except that the cost of 
extra words, names and dates is to be 
10c each instead of 7c as has been the 
case for the past four years. Thus your 
name, address and five words, names or 
dates will cost $1.00 with a credit of 50c 
if you are a subscriber to The Genealogi- 
cal Helper and another 50c if you type 
your regristration. This makes it pos- 
sible for you to have your name, address 
and five other words appear in the “Ex- 
change” without cost. If you desire to 
list more information on your ancestors 
or research problems, the cost will be 
10c per extra name, word, or date. 

The deadline for submitting informa- 
tion to be included in the ANNUAL EX- 
CHANGE EDITION will remain the 
same - June 15 - but the cost of regristra- 
tions will raise May 1, 1959. So send 
your registration before that date and 
save the difference between 7c and 10c 
for all extra words, names, or dates. 

The cost of display advertising will 
also raise on May 1, 1959. The per 
column inch price will be $2.50 after 
that time instead of $2.00 as in the past. 
A column inch is a space one column 
wide (2 5/32 inches) and one inch in 
depth. One full column in The Genealogi- 
cal Helper measures 2 5/32 by 9% inches 
and thus cantains 9% column inches. 
Two full columns would be 19 column 
inches and a full page 28% column inches, 

Display advertising will be accepted 
for future issues at the $2.00 rate if it 
is sent in and paid for before May 1, 
1959. If received after that time it will 
be charged for at the $2.50 rate. If you

“It is believed that this chronalogy is 
the most complete, accurate and authen- 
tic record ever published concerning the 
genealogy of the Birdsalls. It represents 
exhaustive research, not only of existing 
records in various public archives 
throughout many different states in 
this country, but furthermore embodies 
the result of extensive indirect search 
and information from the Town of 
Birdsall and other places in England.” 

“Of uncommon interest, indeed, is the 
fact that this record extends back in at 
least general manner to the very shadows 
of antiquity to that era of the 
early 4th Century when the Romans 
left England, and the Monk’s House

helps for Kentucky and Virginia re- 
searchers. Mrs. William B. Andery’s 
“Kentucky Court and Other Records” 
may be had in either cloth or paper 
binding, as can Raleigh Travers Green’s 
“Genealogical and Historical Notes on 
Culpeper County, Virginia.” 


Mrs. Ardery’s “Kentucky Records” 
was originally published in 1926 under 
the auspices of the Daughters of the 
American Revolutionary of Kentucky. 
It lists early wills and marriages copied 
from court house records by regents, 
historians and the state historian, also 
old Bible records and tombstone inscrip- 
tions. Records came from the following 
counties: Barren, Bath, Bourbon, Clark, 
Daviess, Fayette, Harrison, Jessamine, 
LLincoln, Madison, Masn, Montgomery, 
Nelson, Nicholas Ohio, Scott and Shelby. 


In addition to the county records men- 
tioned above, it also has. information

ealogical pursuits never ending, always 
fascinating.” 

Two of the most common faults of 
family history writers are apparent in 
the “Lackey Family History.” We offer 
suggestions for their improvement not 
by way of critism but that all may prof- 
it. Richard’s work compares favorable 
with writers of several times his age and 
experience but those who may use his 
book in years to come will probably 
look first for an index to names, then 
they will want to know where he obtain- 
ed his information. All information con- 
tained in many of the old books falls 
into the questionable class because the 
author failed to give his source of in- 
formation. The scrupulous compiler wants 
to know what is traditoin and what is 
proven facts. He wants to know where 
he can get corroborative evidence. He 
knows many a line has been proven 
incorrect because of errors—mostly un- 
intentional, though sometimes with mal- 
ice aforethought. If no documentary 
proof is offered then he must search 
for that proof until he finds or dis- 
proves it. Nevertheless, such a book 
has great value as it can be used as 
a guide giving clues as to where birth, 
marriage and death records can be 
found-where wills and deeds are recorded 
-where court and church records may be 
consulted. The value of the index should 
be apparent to everyone, especially those 
who have taken time to search a book 
without an index.

The book has been improved con- 
siderable over the original publication 
by the addition of an Index to Contents 
and a Table of Contents 


“Genealogical and Historical Notes on 
Culpeper County, Virginia” embraces 
also a revised and enlarged edition of 
Dr. Philip Slaughter’s “History of St. 
Marks Parish”. 


Culpeper County, named in honor of 
Thomas Lord Culpeper, was formed ia 
1784 from Orange County. Its originsl 
territory embraced what is now Culpeper, 
Madison and Rappahannock Countic: 
St. Mark’s had been formed eighteen 
years previously through a division of 
St. George's Parish. 


Although called a history of parish 
and county, this volume is actually a 
genealogist’s dream book. Both Dr. 
Slaughter and Mr. Green had family 
history uppermost in mind in their com- 
pilations. As a result, numerous family 
histories are scattered throughout the 
book, as well as considerable additional 
data including will and marriage records. 


The book is divided into two parts, the 
first being a reprint of Dr. Slaughter’s 
History of St. Mark’s Parish, with some 
additional material enlarging the work, 
and the second part being concerned with 
the history of Culpeper County. Dr. 
Slaughter gives a detailed history of the 
parish and includes many family sket- 
ches. The greatest value in this book, 
however, is in the chapter from Green’s 
history of the county called Notes, for 
Genealogists, which lists both will and 
marriage records for the county. 


The early will books of Culpeper Cou- 
nty, beginning July 20, 1749, and ex- 
tending to March 19, 1821, were con- 
sulted and notes taken from wills from 
which it was possible to derive any gen- 
ealogical information. These notes in- 
clude the testator’s name, the date the 
will was written, the names of his wife 
and children, any other genealogical 
information available, and the date the 
will was probated. Book “G” from April 
1, 1813 to June 17, 1817, could not be 
located. 

The mariage records are complete from 
1781 to January 1, 1825. A seperate in- 
dex for these is contained in the book, 
permitting of cross-reference. A com- 
prehensive thirty-six page index is also 
included. 
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John C. Cupit Presents 
Southern Family Book 


From the pen of John T. Cupit, Box 
35, Rosepine, La., comes a mimeographed 
record entitled “Our Kin.” Measuring 
8% x 11 and paper bound the publication 
has 162 pages. 

In the introduction Mr. Cupit indicates 
that he had intended to place a com- 
plete index to this material, but due to 
age, and other factors had to desist. 
However, he does give a small index 
to families giving some help in research. 
This index lists the following families 
of the Southern States: Hart, Hoover, 


Gill, Kyzar, Prestridge, Crosby, Price, 
Sasser, Brown, Moak, Wallace, Smith, 
Case, Walker, Thompson, Jenkins. 

He also makes this statement, ‘The 


letters of the alphabet will be used to 
denote the generation, as A for the 
first, B for the second, and so on to end 
of the number of generations given. For 
the number of children in each family 
of each generation will be numerals, 
as A-1 for 1st child of the first genera- 
tion and B-2 for the second child of the 
second generation and so on to the end 
of list.” This arrangement is about the 
most simple of any numbering system 
for a genealogical compilation. It does 
give the generation and numerical order 
in their particular family, but, of course, 
you find many G-l’s, 2’s, and 3’s, and 
the same with practically all the other 
letters. 

Even with its limited index it is a 
good record, fairly well documented. 
Copies may be had from Mr. Cupit at 
$5.00 each. 





Goad Family 
Record Compiled 


From the pen of E. E. Stephens, 534 
W. Wallace, Shawnee, Okla. comes the 
“Charles P. Goad Family and Collaterial 
Branches.” This book, paper bound, well 
printed and indexed has little or no 
documentation. Nevertheless, it will 
serve as a guide for researchers which 
may prove invaluable for all interested 
in the Goad and collaterial line. 

We like Mr. Stephens’ comments in 
his preface, “It has been said that gen- 
ealogy and family history are now ing- 
nored only by those who have no an- 
cestors of whom they can be proud.” Love 
of ancestry is instinct deeprooted in 
man’s nature. Pride of ancestry is an 
admirable trait, contributing to healthy 
self-respect and stirring ambition to add 
new honors to the family name.” 

“Every individual is the sum of his 
own life history, plus those of his an- 
cestors. To a remarkable extent, cer- 
tain traits of character and certain 
capabilities or talents ‘run in a family’. 
Often, therefore, the more one knows 


MIMEOGRAPHED HISTORIES POPULAR 


Many times families have gathered 
accurate and valuable information about 
ancestors and relatives but have failed 
to publish it because they think they 
have to have it bound in cloth and set 
in fancy type, making costs far beyond 
their reach. 

This type of thinking is a fallacy. 
Families that do not have a good typist 
are now few and far between. Mimeo- 
graphs or other types of simple repro- 
duction machines are so common that 
almost every school and church have 
one. With the typewriter and mimeo- 
graph being so widespread there is 
little excuse for holding back on the pub- 
lishing of family records. Yes, it is true 
they don’t look as good, and pictures are 
almost out of the question, but, never- 
theless, a hundred or two copies of a 
mimecgraphed history spread over the 
country - some in libraries, some in 
homes-will practically insure it against 
ever going into oblivion. Though mimeo- 
graph paper is one of the poorest so far 
as aging is concerned, it will last long 
enough to take its valuable recordings 
into the hands of others who will micro- 
film or otherwise preserve them for all 
time to come. 

Two excellent examples of this type 
work have recently come to us. One it 
titled “The Descendants of John and 
Elizabeth Newton LeGeyt.” The other 
is “Bang Family History.” 

LeGeyt Family 

The LeGeyt booklet was compiled by 
Mrs. Mary LeGeyt Frantz, and Mrs. 
Dorothy J. LeGeyt, P. O. Box 173, East 
Hartland, Ccnn., historians for the As- 
sociation of the Descendants of John and

Beginings are apt to be hazy, espe- 
cially if they are old beginings, and so 
it is with the Goad family.

It is not definately known when the 
first immigrant by the name came to 
America, but tradition has it that some- 
time before the 1700’s, two brothers by 
the name of Goad came from the north 
of Ireland and landed in one of the 
Carolinas. Only one of them married 
and reared a family, and that all the 
Goads in America are descendants of 
this Scotch Irish immigrant. 

Mr. Stephens has included a wealth 
of pitcures for future posterity, a won- 
derful addition to our modern books, 
made possible by up-to-date techniques 
in the printing trade. 


Elizabeth Newton LeGeyt, Inc., and 
Janet Lloyd, a descendant and member 
ol the association. It was published in 
1957, and the mechanics of its constru- 
ctiaa are about as simple as possible. 
Mimeographed on 8x11 paper on one 
side, it has 44 pages including the cover 
wnich is of the same material. After 
being collated the sheets were fastened 
with three staples down the left side. 
What could be simpler? Yet, the infor- 
mation thus displayed will undoubtedly 
prove to be as valuable to future re- 
searchers as though it were printed in 
the finest manner of the day. An index 
is included of all LeGeyt names but none 
others. Undoubtedly the compilers an- 
ticipated additions to the work as they 
expressed the desire that additions and 
corrections be sent to them to be mim- 
eographed, and eventually the informa- 
tion will all be printed in book form. 
Whether the book comes or not a good 
start has been made. 
Bang Family 

The “Bang Family History” is auth- 
ored by Bob D. Craig, 959 Burton Ave., 
Cincinnati 29, Ohio. This booklet is also 
mimeographed on 8%x1l1 paper but is 
has been punched and fastened in a 
paper report cover which may be had 
for about 10 or 15c at most stationary 
stores. Considerable bulkiness has been 
spared in this publication by mimeo- 
graphing most of the sheets on both 
sides. This entails a little more care in 
handling the sheets as they are run 
through the machine but is well worth 
the trouble in looks of the finished pro- 
duct, the saving in paper and bulk. What 
must be done is to slip-sheet (place 
another sheet between each piece) as it 
comes through the machine to prevent 
smearing. Particular operators slip-sheet 
all their mimeograph work, whether it 
is run on one or both sides because of 
the better looking work. 

Bob has traced the Bang family back 
to the Pfalz area of Germany to one 
Johann Bang born about 1631 in Otter- 
back or Erfenbach. He has done a good 
job on arrangement, tells of where his 
records were obtained, but, like many 
other amateurs, he has failed to include 
an index. 

Other Compilations Contemplated 

In a letter accompanying his booklet, 
which is to be presented to the Cache 
Genealogical Library, Mr. Craig says 
this, “I would appreciate it very much 
if you would make note in your next 
issue of THE HELPER that anyone 
desiring their German ancestral lines 
included in my next book, “ Our Ger- 
man Ancestors,” all they need do is 
send me their pedigree charts along with 
any family history they wish to enclose. 
This should be published within the year 
and will include information from both 
sides of the Atlantic with immigration 
information, pedigrees, helpful hints in 
tracing ancestors in Germany, and hist- 
orical and genealogical information.”
